TAXING MOVING PICTURES. 


License fees up to $500 will be 
charged to moving picture the- 
atres in connection with the new 
provincial regulations which are 
shortly to go into effect. 

The. license fee charged will be 
based on the seating capacity of 
the building. Theatres seating 
up to 500 people will be charged 
$150; those seating up to 1,000 
people, $250; up to 1,500, $400; 
and over 1,500, $500. 

In Edmonton there are twelve 
moving picture theatres, eight of 
which are under 500 seating ca- 
ipacity and four over 500. 

‘Other places of amusement ap- 
crating a moving picture film 
‘will be required to pay a license 
fee of $300. 

Shows and other travelling or- 
ganizations exhibiting moving 
picture films, will be required to 
pay a,license feé of $50, while all 
moving picture operators will be 
required to have a license, for 
which the fee will be $10. Mov- 
ing picture film exchanges will be 
taxed $300. 

This means that the towns will 
be deprived of licenses for opera 
houses.
